Affordable Housing 

Marion Prepares to Expand Senior Housing 
By Kenneth J. Souza 

Taking on their first major project in more than 20 
years, the members of the newly-reformed Marion Hous- 
ing Trust are understandably excited about a new propos- 
al to expand the town's Little Neck Village senior housing 
complex, which would nearly quadruple the capacity of 
the current facility and make great strides toward meeting 
the town's affordable housing needs. 

During a multiboard meeting held on August 27, 
members of the Housing Trust, the Planning Board, the 
Zoning Board of Appeals (ZBA) and the Marion Board 
of Selectmen reviewed a preliminary plan which would 
create 42 new housing units in a two-phase, two-wing 
approach which will also include the construction of a 
centralized, shared 1,300 square foot community meeting 
house as part of the complex. 

"Little Neck Village has been consistently experi- 
encing a waiting list of anywhere from 30 to 40 people ... 
and there's only 12 units available (currently)," said Reg 
Foster of the Marion Housing Trust. "It looks like we can 
expand it to about 42 units in a two-phase plan that will

allow us ... to move the current occupants into the new 
facility." 

The plan would begin with the construction of 
an initial 20-unit first phase encompassing some 19,000 
square feet north and west of the existing facility and 
closer to the current Route 6 entrance. Upon completion 
of Phase I, those occupying the older 12 units would have 
the first option of moving into the newer facility and the 
existing units will be demolished and removed from the 
property. 

"It doesn't look like weTl be able to renovate the 
existing facility," Mr. Foster said. "There are code issues 
and it would be too expensive to bring it into compli- 
ance." 

Phase II would then commence to complete the 
remaining 22 units along with the community meeting 
house, 66 new parking spaces, a mailroom and offices for 
the property manager. 

"The other aspect we're looking at is a new 
Community Center," Mr. Foster added. "Maybe that 
would be a place to have a home for all senior activities 
in town, which we really need. It's just very conceptual 
at this point ... (and) people are just beginning to brain- 
storm about this. Another thing we've discovered is if 
we do things right, we should be able to get almost all of 
this covered through state and federal funding ... so this 
would be of no or very little cost to Marion taxpayers." 

Once the project gets approved at the local level

by all town entities and the grant applications have been 
filed, Mr. Foster said the estimated $9.6 million project 
would likely begin construction sometime in 2009, at the 
earliest. 

As part of the local information gathering process, 
a Public Hearing has been scheduled for Monday, Sep- 
tember 17 at 7:00 pm in the Marion Music Hall. Mr. Foster 
urges all residents to attend and offer their comments and 
suggestions on the proposed project. 

"The Housing Trust has now been meeting for 
just over a year since it was formed and we're really 
starting to gain momentum,'' Mr. Foster said. Besides 
the Little Neck Village project . . . we're also looking for a 
piece of land for a Habitat for Humanity project and we're 
also trying to figure out how to make Marion more easy 
to work with for developers who wish to build friendly ... 
affordable housing projects." 

Mr. Foster said that Marion only has 51 afford- 
able housing units right now and by 2010 they are going 
to need to add about 200 more to meet state guidelines. If 
the town doesn't take the initiative locally it risks having 
an "undesirable, unfriendly 40B project come into town," 
he said. 

To that end, Mr. Foster said the Little Neck Vil- 
lage project won't be affected by the recent push from lo- 
cal officials to repeal and/ or amend the Chapter 40B law 
currently on the books.

more affordable housing in Marion/' Mr. Foster said. "We 
are going to do that in spite of 40B, because of 40B and 
even beyond 40B if it changes. There's a growing momen- 
tum that has been sparked by the new Housing Trust ...

Also 
present were Selectman Stephen J. Lombard, Select- 
man Jordan C. Collyer, Town Administrator Michael J.

At 7:05 pm the board met with Mark Rasmussen 
of the Coalition for Buzzards Bay (CBB) to discuss the 
"State of the Bay Report" with the Selectmen. 

"We've been getting around to all our towns 
over the last few months ... basically back in 2003 the CBB 
did our first-ever 'State of the Bay' quality report," Mr. 
Rasmussen said. "Every year we try to track nine basic 
things ... we ranked 48 out of 100 at the time. We decided 
to come back to it four years later and we dropped from a 
48 to a 45. The nitrogen score is actually linked to a lot of

other indicators. The bay is down to about one-fourth of 
the eelgrass it had before. The losses aren't happening in 
the watershed right now, but they're happening with the 
nitrogen pollution." 

'It's encouraging to see that Aucoot Cove and all 
Mattapoisett inner coves have good scores/' Chairman 
Andrews said. 

"Since 1992 we've been tracking water quality 
throughout Buzzards Bay," Mr. Rasmussen said. "Eel 
Pond is really the only 'hot spot' that shows up in Mat- 
tapoisett. I guess you're just waiting on the permitting at 
this point ... to rectify that." 

Mr. Rasmussen noted it seems to mostly be 
wastewater loading from residential septic systems and 



not stormwater runoff that is contributing to the nitrogen 
pollution in Buzzards Bay. 

He also noted that all towns within the watershed 
have committed to providing data for the Buzzards Bay 
Estuaries Program report with the exception of Mat- 
tapoisett and Marion. Mattapoisett's contribution to get 
a 50/50 matching state grant for this project would be 
$90,000. 

Mr. Rasmussen added with the regional Matta- 
poisett River Valley Treatment Plant nearing completion, 
the CBB plans to keep track of water quality from the 
facility once it goes online. 

"I know it has been very satisfying to me that 
Mattapoisett has maintained 15 percent open space within

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the town/' Chairman Andrews said, looking at a map 
denoting such areas in town. ''And we appreciate the ef- 
forts of the Coalition and however you can help us with 
projects and funding." 

"The last thing I had was just a 'thank you' for 
all the help with the oil spill legislation," Mr. Rasmussen 
said. "We have a new bill which (State Representative) 
William Straus is sponsoring and Mattapoisett has been 
very supportive from the beginning."

On September 6, 2006, Captain Fowler anony- 
mously restored the 6-foot-by-5-foot replica of this oil 
painting which was posted on a Cranberry Highway bill- 
board memorializing September 11, 2001. The painting of 
the three firefighters raising the American flag at Ground 
Zero was meant to keep alive memories of the attacks. 

For the sixth anniversary of the tragedy. Captain 
Fowler made an attempt to restore the replica, which was 
on display at the entrance to Cape Cod but was hardly 
visible due to harsh winds and torrential rains. With help 
from Onset firefighters, he sought to restore it again. 

After hours of phone calls by Byron's sister, 
Joanne, to companies that might have the capability to 
restore the art work, she finally located a company from 
Weymouth known as Mammoth Media. 

"Perseverance generates success," Ms. Byron said. 

The 6-foot-by 5-foot replica of the oil painting was 
UV laminated so that it could endure the harsh elements. 
"We are indebted to this very gracious and thoughtful 
company," Ms. Byron added. 

Captain Fowler and Onset firefighters posted the 
replica on the same billboard on Monday, September 10 at 
1:00 pm. 

The original painting by Marion artist Alexander 
Byron was first posted on that same billboard on Novem- 
ber 10, 2001. On March 19, 2002, Onset firefighters led by 
Chief Howard Anderson removed the painting and took 
it to the State House in Boston where it was unveiled at

ers, school children and public officials. It then went on 
tour appearing in many New England events. It was the 
largest ceremony to be held at the State House in remem- 
brance of the September 11 terrorist attacks. 

Mr. Byron has done historical paintings, one of 
the USS Constitution which hung in the captain's quarters 
of the ship for years and is still on display in the captain's 
office in Charleston. This painting is a permanent part of 
''Old Ironsides." 

Chapter 40B Petition 

The Massachusetts Attorney General's Office 
announced recently that the citizen petition to repeal 
Chapter 40B has been certified. A spokesperson for the 
Coalition to Repeal 40B, the group responsible for filing 
the petition, said: "Residents across the Commonwealth 
understand that 40B is nothing more than a tool used 
by greedy special interests to extract huge profits at the 
expense of our cities and towns while not providing any 
real affordable housing.

Dr. Robert E. Flynn, former President and Chairman of the Caritas Christi 
Healthcare system in Eastern Massachusetts, and former Director of Medicine 
and Chief of Neurology at St. EHzabeth's Hospital in Brighton, died at home 
in Mattapoisett on September 3. He was 82. 

Dr. Flynn, a longtime resident of Dedham, was a chief architect and 
administrator of the Archdiocese of Boston's expansive network of health care 
services during the 1970s and 1980s. 

Following three years of service in the U.S. Marine Corps in World War II, 
Dr. Flynn attended the College of the Holy Cross, and received his medical 
education at Tufts University. He spent the bulk of his medical career at St. 
Elizabeth's where he served as Director of Medicine and Chief of Neurology. 

A devout Catholic committed to the Church's mission of healing. Dr. 
Flynn moved into the administration of health services as Secretary of Health 
Care for the Archdiocese of Boston. He was named President and Chairman 
of Caritas Christi, and served also as Chairman of the Massachusetts Hospital 
Association. Dr. Flynn also served as a board member of the Massachusetts 
Health and Education Facilities Authority, and a director at the Fernald School. 
As Chairman of Caritas, Flynn was also chairman of a number of major 
healing institutions in Eastern Massachusetts including Saint John of God Hos- 
pital, Saint Margaret's Hospital for Women, Saint Mary's Womens and Infants 
Center, the Cardinal Gushing Hospital, Good Samaritan Medical Center and 
Hospice, and Holy Family Hospital.

named a Lord of the Equestrian Order of the Holy Sepulchre.

He attended the original Monsignor Coyle High School in Taunton 
where he was an outstanding football player. He was elected to the Coyle-

Shoot 'Em Up. Starring Clive Owen and Paul Giamatti. Directed 
by Michael Davis. Running time: 93 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

Christmas came early. Shoot 'Em Up, mark my words, will become 
an eagerly-passed-around cult hit on DVD, where its fans can watch the 
hilariously unlikely stuntwork and gunplay over and over again, and 
skip-search past the boring stuff. Not that there's much to skip-search 
past, since writer-director Michael Davis has already done it for us. It's 
a floridly nihilistic death comedy, but it's also a satire of one, and no 
matter what level you approach it on — at face value as a Saturday-night 
action burp, or as a Saturday-night action burp between quotation marks 
— it works. It worked for me, anyway. I cackled happily throughout. 

A man known only as Mr. Smith helps a pursued woman deliver 
her baby while returning the gunfire of her pursuers. He gets stuck 
with the baby. The bad guys want the baby. The man takes the baby 
to a hooker he knows, who conveniently specializes in wet-nurse fe- 
tishes. Many people die. Many more people die. Some people live, but 
we don't see them in the movie. Clive Owen is the man — yes, in the 
''Clive Owen is the man" sense, too — Monica Bellucci is the hooker, 
and Paul Giamatti, who usually plays mousy losers, is the chief hit-man 
after the baby. Magnificent casting all around: each actor benefits from 
iconic shorthand. You don't have to be told that Owen's character is a 
gruff tough guy who still has some decency in him, or that Bellucci has 
as much heart as kink in her soul, or that Giamatti will surreptitiously 
fondle a dead woman's breast between phone calls from his wife. 

One other reason the casting is inspired: all three actors have 
played comic-book characters — Owen's Dwight in Sin City, Giamatti's 
Harvey Pekar in American Splendor, Bellucci's whoever-she-was in the 
Matrix films, which were essentially comic books writ large. If your 
film-geekiness and comics-geekiness overlap, watching a Frank Miller 
hero face off against Harvey Pekar rings a lot of satirical bells, though, 
as always, I wonder how much more fun the movie might' ve been had 
the roles been reversed. But why complain? Owen and Giamatti were 
born to play these guys, and Shoot 'Em Up feels as if they showed up 
on the set every morning full of ideas about how to funk up their usual 
personae. Owen is always chomping carrots, linking him with Bugs 
Bunny in this Looney Tunes universe (as I'm far from the first to point

out), while Giamatti, bald and sporting ugly facial hair, is Elmer Fudd 
and Yosemite Sam. 

Shoot 'Em Up (its very title as in-your-face, it-is- what-it-is as Snakes 
on a Plane) has racked up a lot of comparisons to the concussive cinema 
of John Woo, though it isn't really playing the same game. Woo's films 
are serious explorations of honor and loyalty; this film just wants to 
fling metal and splatter anatomy. The baby stops crying whenever 
heavy-metal music plays, giving Davis a reason to ladle lots of it onto 
the soundtrack. It's a jock's kegger party thrown by the chess club — it 
gets its blast from the precision and planning that go into the staging. 
Shoot 'Em Up contains several ridiculous sequences, all freshly-minted 
classics, in which physics are bent, exploited, and flat-out flushed down 
the toilet. The gunfight thousands of feet in mid-air will go down as 
some sort of gleefully wanton masterpiece of action-figure logic. 

At one point, Giamatti holds up two birthday cards, a sweet one 
with balloons and one with a bikinied babe, and wonders which would 
be more appropriate for his eight-year-old son. Shoot 'Em Up has a 
similar tension oetween innocence and sleaziness (Giamatti touching 
the dead woman's breast has the air of a dorky little boy getting away 
with something naughty), just like Bellucci's boudoir full of baby bottles 
and decked out with cribs for men who want to be babies. That brief 
bit with Giamatti and the birthday cards doesn't advance the plot any, 
so I'm thinking that's the theme of the flick right there: choose oetween 
balloons or boobs, between infantilism of two different kinds. Shoot 'Em 
Up lays them both out for us to see and laugh at, though it also can't 
quite choose, either, which makes this one of the most honest films to 
roll out of a studio in recent years as well as one of the most scabrously 
entertaining.

The Waterman School was located on Hartley 
Road where one of the old Waterman School buildings 
now serves as the current Rochester Fire Station at 59 
Hartley Road near the Rochester Memorial School. 

In 1859 there were eleven separate school districts 
in Rochester, each hiring their own teachers, examining 
pupils at the close of a term, paying bills, making repairs 
and providing supplies. A School Committee was estab- 
lished by 1868 and by 1869 the town report indie ates the 
district system was abolished and the School Committee 
took charge of the schoolhouses as well as employment of 
teachers. 

The Waterman School was built in 1883 to accom- 
modate the growth in two of these districts, the Cushman 
and Davis School Districts. Old records state that the

school was "on a conspicuous and beautiful situation near 
the residence of the late George Waterman (1805-1883) for 
$1,342.91. The lot was purchased from Calvin H. Randall 
for $60." 

In 1885 the Waterman School children gave an 
entertainment earning $7.55 and with the $2 the schol- 
ars and teachers earned by cleaning the building, they 
purchased a clock, map and pictures. An organ and a bell 
were secured by contributions of interested people. 

A one-room addition costing $2,282.12 was built 
on to the Waterman School in 1907. 

This district continued to expand and in 1932 the 
North Rochester Schoolhouse was moved to the Water- 
man location, renovated and enlarged on the easterly end

with other minor repairs for $1,658.14. The Stuart School 
building was moved and joined to the North Rochester 
School building for $3,295. Neither of the Waterman 
buildings had toilet facilities, but a large outhouse with 
separate accommodations for the girls and boys stood on 
the property and was used until 1954. 

In early 1954 pupils were moved into the newly- 
constructed Rochester Consolidated (now) Memorial 
School which accommodated Grades 1 through 8. 

The north building was sold and moved away 
and the south building was given to the Rochester Fire 
Department in 1956 with an appropriation of $3,200 to 
make necessary alterations. The renovation of the build- 
ing continued in 1959 when we find Fire Chief D.L. Hart-
